With regard to Independent Claims 5, 28, and 36, the Applicant has sufficiently 
claimed and narrowly defined a lamp assembly for measuring pressure on a surface 
provided with pressure sensitive paint. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the details 
of a lamp assembly for measuring pressure with pressure sensitive paint, whereby the 
combination of structural elements disclosed and claimed herein has never been taught. 
All subsequent dependent claims are allowed.
